Applicants' arguments in view of the amendments to the claims filed July 14, 2009, have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Applicants have sufficiently distinguished the claimed 
invention fi-om the prior art of record, which fails to expressly disclose or fairly render obvious 
the creating, displaying, and manipulating, by a viewer, a DOM from a markup file describing a 
user interface, the manipulating of the DOM carried out by the viewer through execution of the 
collection of scripts associated with behavior elements and event attributes, as arranged in 
independent claims 1,10, and 23.
